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SITTING BULL. 



. Vlxis Career of u Itemark3.ble Savage. 
Sitting Bull ia a Teton-Sioux, and 
about '11 years of oge. He is paid to 
have been a convert of Father De Smet, 
who taught him to read and wzita 
Prouoh. He oIwrts ecomed to leam 
Eiigliah. Father De Smot kept the Te- 
ton-Sioux from the warpath until 18(18, 
Ho then loft the Upper Missouri, a;id 
Sitting Bull bocnmo a chief. 

In 18G2 ho began to bhow that hold, 
defiant spirit and hatred of our raco 
which subsequently pLicod our nation 
in mourning. At tliat time Gen. Henry 
A. MoiTow ■svaa iu command of the 
United States forces at Fort Buford, on 
the Missouri riyeri^yarioua depreda- 
tions were reported in the vicinity of 
Buford, and these were charged to Sit- 
ting Bull. Tho wily Indian denied all 
knowledge of those matters. Soon the 
Hottlers entered on a campaign of retalia- 
tion, and one of Bull's warriors was 
killed. This ho declared an unjust act 
of reprisal, and avqif^eS his intention of 
avenging the death of tho Indian. Gen. 
MoniAv, hei;riug this, ai'ranged to meet 
Hitting Bull, and, being convinced that 
in tliis iustiinco the settlers were wrong, 
Morrow pucilied him by piling presents 
on the dead, i)tirauant to Indian usage. 
Iu so doing, however, he creatod a dan- 
gerous euemy. His spirit of mdepend- 
encc lioenme known, tho bold Indiaus 
flocked around him from all quarters, 
an 1 111! Hoo:i founcl himself at the Uea(l 
I -I . ne of tlio iiKwl powerful and most 
ilaugiii'iius l).uii!;s on tho plains. And, 
as ills liiuul increiisL-d in strength, Sit- 
ting Bull's arrogiiiico and ferocity be- 
came more miirked. Ho refused to live 
ou a rusciviitiou, and went into camp 
in a wild part of! the country on the 
Yellowstone river} -aiid' bloimed al^the 
land along that stream^ and its tribnta- 
ries. Early in the year 1875 some settlers 
from Montana went down the Yellow- 
stone and built a fort ou the territory 
claimed by the Indians. Sitting Bull 
ordered them uw;iy. They paid no at- 
tcntidh to him, and ih^ "ent some men 
and shut -them ijip :.theiC' stookadc. 
One """of silting; Ball's invaders was 
killed by the whites ; then Sitting Bull 
roUdiatfd l)y killing two of tho Mon- 
taniims. Tlii.4 opened a war which last- 
ed until January, 187ti. Fort Pease, as 
Jtho settlers called their . iuclosuro, con- 
taiiledjjOnly .focty-soveu whites, against 
Vhom oOO Ihdidus were sent. Tho siege 
was complete. For three months the 
whites kept the savages at liay, during 
which period six of the uumlier wore 
kiilod aud nine wounded. Tho ijrovis- 
ions at Fort Peiiso gave out and staiwa- 
tion threatoncil to make short work of 
tho hardy mouutaiuecrs. It was then 
resolved to send for help, aud tv/o men 
left the fort one night uuder tliu cover 
of darkness and succeeded in reaching 
Eori Ellis after a perilous journey on 
foot cn Fobi 20, 1876. The alarm was 
given, tnd Gen. Terrj-, the deyartment 
commander, ordered that Fort Pease be 
relieved immediately aud at all hazards. 
Within two days four companies of the 
Second United States cavalry, three 
oompauies of the Montana mUitia and 
100 friendly Crow Indians were on the 
march. Sitting Bull x^-ithdrow before 
the troops reached Fort Pease on March 
(J, without firing a shot. Ho declared 
his only desLie was to have the coim- 
try rid of tho ofi'eiisivo white man. 
As soon as tho Montaniaus had been 
taken a'way Bitting Bull set lire to and 
de&troyM Mrt^^'Pease, then returned 
to his camp. Immedialely on the ur- 
nval of tUe half-starved whites at 
Fort Ellis war was d(!c)ared against 
Sitting Bull, ilo was unlercd to sur- 
roudor within ten da.ys. Ho failed to 
come in, and Gt-uH. Uiook, Terry and 
Gibbon, from the do]jartmeuts of the 

" Pldtfe, Dakota imd Montana, were sent 

' dgaiiist'him m diffijrent directions with 
heavy columns, and instructed to captiu-o 
or destroy him aud liis band. Sitting 
Bull had gathered his warriors ou the 
Rosebud, where Gen. Gibbou fouud him. 
His camp, which was seven miles long, 
contained about H,()OU men, women and 
children, tho ligliting nieii numlicring 
about 8,000, Tlie main incident of lliis 
campaign was the march of Gaa. Cus 

i/lev up the Bosohud, aud thence to tho 
Little Big Horn river, where he attacked 
the Indians in a large village, and on 
the 25th of Jtlay was ambuscaded aud 
his whole commiind annihilaied. Cus- 
ter's loss was twelve oUicers, 247 culist- 
'■•Jed men, five civilians, aud throe Indian 
seoiits, killed, while over tlftv others 
were wounded in tlio ranks of the forces 
in the vicinity of the battle. The 'rfme- 
ly arrival of Gen. Terry saved the force 
under Maj. Reno, near at hand, from a 
like fate. The indiaus divided after tho 
battle, Sitthig Bull retreating to tho 
north beyond tho Yollowstone, and 
Crazy Horse to tho south in tho direc- 
tion oi the Black HUls. In May, 1877, 
Gen. Miles had a fight with Sitting 
Bull's force on Little Muddy creek, 
ninety miles from tho mouth of Tongue 
river," siu-prisuig and routiug the sav- 
ages, who left fourteen dead on tho 
field, whilo Miles lost four killed and 
mne wounded. Sitting Bull soon made 
hit! vr&y across the bne into Canada, 
with hui whole force, where ho has since 
remained, Tho total cost of the war 
waged against him was §2,315,000, and 
the casualties numbered sixteen offlcers 

, and ^267 {enlisted men killed, aitd two 

' ofScers'iind 123 men wounded.

Coun, 
Wrigloswortli asked if he (liond) liad of- 
fered the conti-actors before signing tho 
contitict a sum of money to throw up the 
contract and lot him take it I Mr. Hoad 
replied, the contractoi-.s proposed to mo 
to give thom §50 iviid tkoy v.-ould throw- 
up the contract. Uufore 1 gave thom an 
answer I called upon Couii. AIcLoan and 
asked him what was ho goiii;' to do with 
tho tenders for the cistern I Coun. Mc- 
Lean aiiid that ho had spoken to Mr. 
Harris about it, who said that the con- 
tractors had not tendered according to 
plan and apocificatioii. lie (Coun. Mc 
Loan) did not know how it would bo; it 
was left in the hands of Afr. Harris aiid I 
had betteraee Mr. Harris about it, but that 
the lowest legitimate tender would get the 
job. 1 afterwards saw Gilligan and oU'er- 
ed him §25 not to sign tho contract. Hi; 
would not accept niy oil'er. After tlie 
contractors had signed the contract they 
made an agreement with me to remove 
tho oartli for §37. ; 

Cteiihi; '■^goliUB 'oxaniincd — J)k\ you 
sanction 'tlio removal of the earth by tho 
City Council? Mr. Kinsman asked mo 
if I would agree to its removal by thu 
Council, or the contractor.s would throw 
up tho work, having taken it too low. 1 
answered thai I would agree that the 
Council should do it. Dili you know that 
Bond had arranged with the contractors 
to remove the earth for 837) Answer — I 
did not. 

Coun- Shakespeare examined — Did you 
consent that the Council should remove 
the earth? Couni Kinsman came to me 
after tho contractors had begun their 
work and 1 oonsorited to tho' Council re- 
moving tho oarth,| I did not Idnow that 
Bond had agreed with the contractors to 
move tho earth for ?37. 

Coun- Boyd e.xamiiicd— Coun- Kinsman 
and I went to see tho contractors soon 
afrer they had begun tlio work. Tho coii- 
tract'.rs wanted tho Council to leinovo 
the earth, as they had taken the work too 
low and could not make grub. They had 
contracted with Bond to move tho earth 
for ?.37, and Bond wn.s goina to koII thu 
earth for "a bit" a load. Bond told inu, 
when Kin.Hnian and I were at tho cistern, 
that ho had contracted to take away (the 
earth. for..S.'J7;"- Coun. Kinsman 4nd I 
concludtid that it wa.i bettor for tlie Coun- 
cil to put pn teanig, take the cartli away, 
and use it on tho .streets- Wo had not at 
thia time arranged with any one to move 
tho earth. 

Coun. Wriglesworth examined — When 
tenders woro received hi CisuVicil Bond's 
tender was $349, Gilligan'a §179. Tho 
city engineer's estimate was §3-17- I was 
satisfied that tho contractors could not do 
the work for tho money. I recommend- 
ed tho street committee that the Courcil 
should remove tho earth, as it was in spc- 
citication that tho City could claim the 
earth and remove it. I ^vaa satiafiod tlint 
if thia W.13 not done the contractors would 
throw up the contract and it would coat 
llie city more. 

Coun. Kinamaii examined— 1 sail in 
Council when tenders were road that I 
waa suru that Gilligan could nut do the 
work for the money. I t.alked aftorward.n 
with the Oity Engineer, who said that tho 
contractors oaght to have gent in a ]n ijo 
for moving the earth along with their 
tender. I said tho contractors have but 
ittle e.xporiencu aud that wo ought not to 
exact too much from them. That wo 
might tako the earth away, but that tho 
contract specifiod that the contractor.s 
should do it. I went to bdo tho contrac- 
ors when they were working. (iilligan 
said: Wo want you to take ihu earth 
iway. I replied, "i'ou have tho contract 
to do it. Gilligan said: It ia optional 
with the Council to do it or not. 1 aaiii 
apin: You must do it. Gilligan replied: 
\ou ought not to be too hard on a poor 
man, as you know it is optional with the 
Council todoitor not. Ireplied: Well,Iw:il 
see tho Council about it. Afterwards I 
saw Couns. Boyd, Vigelius and Shakes- 
peare. They agreed that the Cuuncil 
should do the wtjrk of movingthe earth. I 
went to sbo Couii. McLean about it, but 
ho was out. I should have said that I 
first saw Sir. Harris and hoard from him 
tliat it was optional with tho Council to 
remove tho earth or not. Boyd and I 
talked over the matter a.i to whom wo 
should give the " job to remove the earth 
and agreed to give: it to Mr. J. W. Wil- 
iains, OS he had not done any work for 
us of late. We told Mr. Williams to send 
his teams to do tho work next morning. 
Directly after telling Mr. Williams, Boyd 
and I wont to Gilligan at tho work, and 
told hiiii'that we would send teams to do 
tho work next morning.

The man was to have been produced in 
Court yesterday; but on Friday last he 
was spirited away to Ne-5V Wostminster 
and coiiimittod to the penitentiary. 
Yesterday the attornoy-general explain- 
ed to the Court that the man was sen- 
tenced to iinpri-soiunciit at the last as- 
sizes by Mr. Justice Cukase, ofl'ering 
that Htutomont in explanation of liis 
sudden removal to the penitentiary. If 
that statement can bo accepted in con- 
donation' of the nonproduction of the 
convict the public would liko to know 
why he was detained at Victoria more 
than a month awaiting the disposition 
of his caao ! and whj-, on the eve of a 
hearing, ho was mysteriously placed 
beyond the jurisdiction of the Court? 
The attorney-general's explanation can- 
not be accepted in palliation. Tt is no 
excuse at all. The man is overdue at 
the Supremo Court room ; and if he is 
iiot produced the gaoler, the governor 
of the gaol, the sheriff or some other 
official will bo made an.swerablf for an 
act whicli we believe to be, to suy the 
very least, contempt of Court. A.s it 
is not likoly the matter will ri\st hero 
further remarks are reserved for the 
pr«>aent. 

THE NEW MUNrCll'AL I'oriVClL. 

The declination of Me.s.srs. iJ.vKi'.K 
and WAitTtEN', councillor.s elect, tn .sub- 
scribe to the oath of oHice yestrrday 
was caused by their coimection with 
the telephone company — both gentle 
men holding stock in that useful aiul 
j)raiseworthy institution. Tiio new 
Municipalities Act di.squalifies any per- 
son " having directly or indirectly Oiii/ 
contract with the municipality," Now, 
the teleplionc company's wires are con- 
■neoted with the city hall and vyater 
works for which the city pay a monthly 
rental. The .'■uin involv(!d is very in- 
significant ; but, of conrso,a groat prin 
i;iple is involved in a small a.s in :i 
large transaction. Tiio girl in iNLviiY- 
.\tt's novel attempted to excuse n fanx 
pas by saying " it was a very little 
one but the fault exiateJ, neverthe- 
lesa The question to be considered is 
how far the act applies to stockholders 
.in an in,corporated company. It has 
been held that a shnreholdpr in ih'^ gas 
company did not violate the Act by 
sitting in the Council ; and if that 
opinion ia good law, the right of I ho 
telephone shareholders to sit there can- 
not fee called in question. The present 
case will probably come before the 
Supremo Court, and in case of disquali 
fication a new election will be held.

A& Irish Landlord's Family Starv- 
ing- , • 

An Irish officer in the mercantile 
marine, of powerful physique and great 
determination, thus tolls his own exper- 
ience of the " no rent" movement and 
its effects on both landlord and tenant: 

" When I got home from niy last 
trip in August," said he, " I found 
tilings in a fearful state. My father, 
who is more than eighty years old and 
bedridden, was crymg all day long, 
saying he was ruined and that his chil- 
dren would be killed; and my sister, 
who was nursing him, was broken d~wn 
with grief. They could not pay the 
doctor's bills, they had hardly enough 
to 6nd food or medicine for the poor 
old man; and this where in good times 
there had always been nearly two 
thousand a year coming in. Not a 
penny of rent liad they touched, liow- 
ever, for eighteen months. Now I 
knew that the chief tenant was

who could pay the £300 ho owed without 
aay difficulty. So T said notiiin;;, but 
the first nif,'ht I wn.s at liomo I slipped a 
revolver into my pocket and walked 
down to tho public house.

The attorney-general rose to resume the 
argument upon" the " great constitutional 
([uostion; but before doing so said he 
would advert to an article in Tlie Colimist 
respecting tlie removal of a prisoner, one 
Miller, to the penitentiary, tho fact being 
(ho would now aay) that the nmn wa.s sen- 
tenced to tiie penitentiary by Mr. Justice 
Crease. Further, he desired to state that 
in his remarks on Saturday he did not say 
that a flood of light had been lot in upon 
his mind with regard to this case. What 
he said was that a Hood of light had been 
let in upon tho views of the Court with 
regard to this case. 

Tho Chief Justice said this trouble had 
all arisen in spite of everything the Bench 
; could do. JSeitlier he nor ., his {sltjarned 
brethren were listened to. yiie attorhey- 
goneral would pray proceed with his argu- 
ment. 

The attornoy-geueral would take his 
ow n time. He did not think that the 
Bonch was responsible for newspaper re- 
ports 

The Ohlef Justice— Pf ay l>Mcea4 

The attorney-general referred' "to ' the 
governor's proelamatitm of Sept. — , 185S, 
to show that her IMajcaty had reserved 
certain powers and proceodeil to (pioto 
authority to show that once the rigiit is 
assumed by parliament the power of the 
Queen in council ceased. 

The Chief Justice said tho point was 
not very important. 

Tho attornoy-gonoral cnntendod that on 
the mth Nov. , 185',>, the i;i.vernor pro- 
claimed tho proclamation of the l^nd Au- 
gust, 1858, to bo in onior. I' loni that 
date British Columbia had a culoniai leg- 
islature with roprosantativo institutions 
given her in 1870, and • tUo important 
power of changing her constitution with- 
out reference to tho Imperial government. 
On the day prior to cunfcderatioii British 
CoUmibia was invested witli. the fullest 
power of vepresontativo institutions. He 
wanted to make those point.s clear because 
the Roneh had placed much reliance on 
Mr. Justice ISIorrisnna authority. He 
qtioted ne.xt from Hiirrouglis to establish 
that on tho lUth .luly, 1871, British Col- 
umbia had the fullest represeiit;vtive pow- 
er, and Phillips vs. Eyre, U L. R. , pp. 20, 
to show that parlia: lent had supreme 
power. The attorney-general continued 
to quote copiously from Story on Consti- 
tutions, vol. 1, book sec. ;!'.»^), which 
detines what a conatitutiuii is. lie laid 
particular stress upon tlie word "com- 
pact" as used by Story. The constitution 
was the supremo law, not the._Hupreme 
power— the latter being still vested in the 
people. 

Mr. Justice Gray — After tho States liad 
separated there was n.i supreme authority. 
That was not the case with us — there was 
always a sovereign power. When wo en- 
tered confederation our people surrender- 
ed to the Crown the powers it hold and 
received back othsis^ , > , 

'Mr. Justice Crease— As the Chief Jus- 
tice said the other day, our constitution 
is tho American constitution inverted. 

The Attorney-General — The United 
States government havo cnumerative 
powers, and tiio separate States have all 
the powera which were not enumerated, 
Tho power of the British parliament is 
omnipotent. The power consists of a 
King, lords and common3.B|Tho King is 
not elected, the lords are not elected; tho 
commons are elected. At the time of 
Confederation iJritish Columbia had all 
the powers of a British colony. In the 
debates on Confederation Sir John jMac- 
donald had referred to the provinces as 
colonics. 

Tho Chief Justice said there was not 
the slightest doubt that Sir John -.vas 
right. 

The Attorney-General said he v/as dis- 
couraged by the inattention and yawning 
on the bench and he did not feel disposed 
to go on with tho case. 

The Chief Justice — I must confess I do 
not see the thread of your argument. 

Tho Attorni!y-(!eneral — I don't behove 
the bonch does. If it did it would not 
show such disrespect. 

Tho Chief Justice — Your observations 
do not ajipear to bear on the question at 
all. 

Tho .Attornoy-tieneral- There is a lar- 
ger quostion involved in this. It is whe- 
ther the supreme court has superior power 
to that of tho legislature. He feared 
from what fell from the Bench on .Satur- 
day that it w.as perfectly useless to con- 
tinue the argument. 

The [?ench requested tho .Vltorney- 
Goneral to proceed; that thoy were ILstcn- 
ing as patiently as possible. 

Tho attorney-general continued to 
quote from tho spooches on confederation 
and passed to the matter of union of Eng- 
land and Scotland, afterwards claiming 
that not a particle o£ the sovereign power 
of the ditleront colonies or provinces was 
parted with. 

Mr. Juatiee Omy — There was a good 
deal of love-making at that time. You 
know when one i.s going to got married ho 
will promise anything. It is only after 
matriiiinny that a supreme power is recog- 
nized. Ho (Mr. Justice Gray) had had a 
good deal to do with tlie arrangements that 
led to confederation and spoke knowingly. 

Theattorney-gensral continued to quote 
from tho debates on confcdoration, shrnv- 
iiig that it was claimed that with confed- 
eration all the powers that tho Lower 
Canadian nationality had before union 
would bo returned to it. 

Hon. Jlr. Justice Gray referred tho at- 
torney-general to Mr. Dunkin's speech 
against confederation. That speech pre- 
sented every possible argument against 
confederation. The British N. A. Act 
was accepted by all the provinces, British 
Columbia included. 

Tho attornoy-geueral read from debates 
on confederation to show that lower Can- 
ada only entered the union upon the dis- 
tinct uiulerstandiiig that she should pro- 
serve her legislative institutions. ^Vith 
respect to the terms under which Urilish 
Columbia entered the union the attorney- 
general contended that she had preserved 
her legislative powers. 

Mr. Justice Gray — Now you havo got 
to show what legislative powers were con- 
ferred on B, C. by tho act of union. 

The attorney gciiepul continued his ar- 
gument maintaining that the province 
did not surrender all its legislative rights 
when it handed its authority as a colony 
back to Groat Britain. (Most of the au- 
thorities adduced would make rallier dry 
reading if produced here.) 

The learned justices commented at some 
length on tho points as they were raised 
by tho attorney -general, Mr., Justice 
Gray'a historical infoiination. being ex- 
ceedingly clear and valuable. ' ' 



••-^ThdiittoroSy-genctal •contended there 
had never begnrATxedistribiition of pow- 
ers as stated in Mr. .Tustice Crease's judg 
nient in tho McLean case. 

Tho Chief Justice — If you hand me a 
cake and I distribute it to you and Mr. 
Harrison I redistribute it. 

The Attorney General — But the cako 
did not reach your Land. The .province 
iilUta legislative capacity is supreme. It 
had been contended that because the 
lieut. governor is appointed by the gover- 
nor general that therefore tho legislative 
power of tho province is supremo. 
. The Chief Justice — Y'uu need not labor 
upon that point with me. Within its 
legislative limits the local parliament is 
supreme. Derivative legislation is sover- 
eign. 'The question is where ia. it 
sovereign;' ' — *- - ' 

The other justices assented to this 
view. 

The attorney general said hehad labored 
under great difficulties as the learned 
counsel on tho other aide had not felt 
bound, in the interest of his client, to go 

deeply into the coii.s:itutionalaspectof the 
ease . 

The Chief Justice thought tho local 
legislature was not entirely sovereign, in- 
asmuch as the governor generalhad power 
to disallow acts of tho local house. 

Mr. Justice Gray said that oven if a bill 
was not disallowed it might bo none the 
less illegal. Suppose it was contrary to 
tho B. N. A. Act, nondisallowanco did 
not give it any vitality. Tiio court had 
still to pass upon its constitutionality. 

The attorney general said ho had not 
pretended that it had. That w.is a well 
established principle. 

Tho attorney general .said that in con- 
seqiience of constant interruptions in the 
discharge of his dopartmential duties he 
could not go furtlier to-day and the court 
adjourned until 12 o'clock to-morrow. 

Before separating the Chief Justice 
handed down to the attorney general a 
recent decision of the English privy coun- 
cil aflirming tho right of provincial legis- 
latures to tax insurance companies. 

Swoariuff In of the Uayor and Oouncil. 

At half past eleven yesterday morning 
Mayor Shakespeare and Councillors Kins- 
man, Bakor, Warren, Wrigles worth, Shears, 
Wilson liiidBoyd were in attendance at the 
.Supromo Court to bo sworn in by Sir M. 
B. Begbifi, 0. J. Hon. Justice Oireaao 
and Hon. Justice Gray occupied seats on 
tho Bench. 

The City Ch'ik introduced N'oahShakes- 
peare, Kacp .Alnyor elect. 

The Chief Ju.stico remarked that every 
year almost .sonu' change had boon made 
in tho Mnniciiial Act and wished to know 
if tho oath of olllce was tho same as in 
former years. 

Mr. Clerk replied that it was. 

I\Ir. Sliakosiio<aro then took tho oath of 
oflico. Councillors Boyd, Kinsman and 
Wriglesworth followed. 

I\Ir. E. C. Baker on being called upon 
wiaheil to know whether by being a share- 
holder in and secretary to tho Victoria 
and E.sciuiinalt Telephone Company he 
was diH(|ualiiied from serving as council- 
lor ! Ho could not coiiscieiitioualy take 
the o.ath witliont getting further informa- 
tion on tho question. ' M | t 

The Chief J ustico raontioned a case' in 
connection with tho Great Western Hail- 
road Copipany in England, but was not 
certain it had any bearing oii the present 
case. 

Mr. J ustice Crease wi.ihnd tn know if 
the company was not a joint stock one. 

Mr. Baker said that it was and that 
.Mr. Drake, city barriator.had informed him 
that he wa.s not disqualified on account of 
holding stock in tho company or by 
being secretary of it. ' ' 
■ The Chief Justice would like to hear 
the case argued. Mi'' Baker had taken 
the objection at the right time. It ap- 
peared that Mr,, Bilker was directly inter- 
ested iu tho inunicin.al aftaiis of the city. 
Perhaps tho mattoi had bettor bo laid 
over for the present .so ;!..tt himself and 
his brotlier judges co I'.i look Into it; par- 
ticularly as Mr. Baker wr.j not the only 
one afiected. ■ • ■ 

Capt. Warren stated that he Was in a 
similar position so far as being a share- 
holder was concerned; and therefore 
could not .sign the declaration; but ho 
could in ten minutes transfer hi;; shares 
to his wife, as slie already hehl -.■ "tie 
and would take, those that ho had. 

The Chief Juotico remarked tlii.f Mr. 
Warren, as a married man, "should know 
that huslmnd and wife in-law are one. 
Unfortunately he was not in a position to 
know this practically, only theoretically, 
(laughter) and as I\Ir. Warron still held 
shares in the telephone company his 
swearing in should also bo postponed. 

Mr. .Justice Gray said that husband 
and wife could now enter into separate 
contracts and hold property independent- 
ly of each other. 

Tho Chief Justice replied that hia 
brother Gray being a married man was 
better acquainted with the law in that par- 
ticular than himself. (Laughter.) 

Capt. Warren and Mr. Baker accord- 
ingly returned without . taking tho oath, 
the iiuostion to be enquired into without 
loss of time. 

Couns. Shears and Wilson were then 
sworn in. 

Tho Chief Justice would be ready to 
hear the case argued at any time. He 
did not think- that Mr. Baker's secretary- 
ship disqualified h.im as he would havo to 
bo paid by' the company in any cane and 
not by the corporation. As had just been 
remarked to him by his brother Gray that 
if that objection held every ratepayer was 
.dike interested and no one could be found 
to hold tho office of councillor. So far as 
holding shares w-ero concerned perhaps 
there might be some disqualification con- 
nected with that. Hia Lordship further 
remarked to Mr. Mayor that it would be 
advisable to see into this matter at the 
earliest moment. 

The Mayor and Council then withdrew, 
after the corporation seal had been hand- 
ed by the Cliief J ustice into the keeping 
of hia Worship.

London .society lia.s been much agi- 
tated by the divorce suit of >rundy v. 
Aluiidy and tho Earl of Siirewsbuiy. 
This, says the London Tekyruph, was 
the petition ot the husband, a gentle- 
man of fortune, for the dissolution of 
the mnrriago on the ground of the 
adultery of hisVife, Mrs. Ellen IMary 
Palmer Moorewood ^lundy, with tho 
co-respondont, the llight lion. Charles 
Henry John Chetwynd Talbot, Earl of 
Shrewsbury. Answers were filed deny- 
ing the charge, but practically there 
was no defence. 

In opening the case Mr. Inderwick, 
Q. 0., said that the petitioner waa mar- 
ried to the respondent on September 
20, 1873, at tho parish church of 
Aaliover, in Derbyflhire. They after- 
ward lived together, principally at 
Shipley Hall, iioar Derby. Mr. 
ISIundy's residence. Last year thoy 
made tho acquaintance of Lord Shrow.s- 
bury, who \vaa tlieu a young man be- 
tween nineteen .and twonty,|he being 
roceived as a visitor at tho house. 
After some sliort time, about tho win- 
ter of lasC year, Mr. Mundy thought 
his wife was rather too intimate with 
Lord Shrewsbury, and he spoke to her 
on the subject, but she was not very 
amenable to reason; in the month of 
February of tho present year Mr. 
Mundy found that; tho respondent', 
still continuQd to be in the society of 
Lord Shrewsbury, and he gave direc- 
tions that the co-respondent should not 
be received into the house; the matter 
there would hove ' o'ridod, but subse- 
quently the petitioner heard that his 
wife bad again been seen with Lord 
Shrewsbury; in April of tho present 
year she wentjto Torquay to visitjher 
sister, and Mr. Mundy corresponded 
with her upon aflfectionate terms; in one 
of the letters .she wrote saying that her 
sister thought "the place in making mo 
look very seedy," and stating that she 
had "wired" to a Mrs. Parish to pro- 
vide some rooms for her in London; 
she, it appeared, came to town with 
mtiid and met Lord Shrewsbury, and 
they afterwards wont abroad together; 
she sent her maid to the petitioner and 
wrote him n letter, which contained 
the following passage: — "You will bo 
surprised I am going to leave you, for 
better or worse; I hope ^fo? the former; 
I want to thank' you for^all your kind- 
ness to me; I have not been worthy of 
it; T cannot ask to see my child again, 
for I am sure you would not grant it; 
I hope you will forgive luc and forgot: 
thank you for all tho happiness I have 
had at Shipley." Upon receiving this 
letter ^Ir. Mundy put himself into 
communication with his wife's brother, 
and after making enquiries thoy pro- 
ceeded to Paris, but not finding ths re- 
spor.dent and co-respondent they went 
on to Stra-^burg. Upon arriving 
there thoy saw Lord Shrews- 
bury and Mrs. Mundy about 
to start in a train. Mr. Morewood, 
her brother, jumped ont of the car- 
riage and rushed after the train.

Mr. Alfred Edward Miller Mundy, 
examined by I^lr.
